A county councillor has 
given the green light to a 
new crop of pot-gear 
pushers that have moved 
into town, applauding ef¬ 
forts to smokescreen prod¬ 
ucts from children. 

The frosted windows of 
The Chad Smolceshop 420 
combined with strict legal 
age enforcement and a lo¬ 
cation on Sherwood Park’s 
main commercial drag are 
enough to make narcotic 
naysayer Coun. Jason 
Gariepy nod in approval. 


“In an ideal world, there 
would be no need for drug 
paraphernalia,” he said. 
“But, seeing that those 
products are legal, if there 
is a way for those items to 
be sold, this is probably 
the best way.” 

Gariepy recently pub¬ 
licly bashed a Sherwood 
Park convenience store 
pushing pipes and bongs 
along with Slurpees, maga¬ 
zines and candy. 

The pot-leaf emblazoned 
shop is in close proximity 
to two schools and adver¬ 
tises smoking accessories 
on a roadside sign. 

Owners admittedly sell 


pipes to teenagers 16 and 
older, and operate a Face- 
book page befriended pre¬ 
dominantly by teens. 

Gariepy is exploring le¬ 
gal implications of a brew¬ 
ing bylaw proposal that, if 
passed, will restrict the 
sale of drug paraphernalia 
within close proximity to 
schools, arenas and transit 
stations. 

“I’m very opposed to 
pipe and bong stores being 
disguised as neighbour¬ 
hood convenience stores,” 
Coun. Gariepy said. “If 
you’re a standalone store, 
follow good business prac¬ 
tices and restrict access to 


kids — that’s appropriate.” 

The Park’s newest head 
shop was designed with 
discretion, owners said. 

“We didn’t want to inter¬ 
fere with anyone,” said 
owner Chad Wentworth. 
“We went about it in a pro¬ 
fessional way. We’re not 
just some cheap store that 
threw some products in it 
hoping to make it.” 

All employees at each of 
Wentworth’s four Alberta 
stores take Alberta Tobacco 
Act tests before starting 
work, he added. 

Gariepy’s proposal to 
council will likely be ready 
within 30 days, he said. 


Edmonton 
named 2nd 
most deadly 
Canadian city 

survey Edmonton is the 
second deadliest major city 
in Canada, a survey by 
Maclean’s magazine con¬ 
cludes. 

The list of the “most 
dangerous cities in Cana¬ 
da” was released Thursday, 
and ranks each city 
regardless of population 
— a factor that a local 
criminologist said drasti¬ 
cally skews the results. 

“There may be some is¬ 
sues with how Maclean’s 
gathers their material, but 
if their conclusion is that 
Edmonton is a dangerous 
city, they’re right,” said 
Bill Pitt, a criminologist at 
Grant MacEwan College. 

Edging out Edmonton 
for murder capital of 
Canada is Port Coquitlam, 
B.C, with a population just 
under 60,000. 

“The rising tide of 
violence in this city is get¬ 
ting worse,” said Pitt. 

“This is the dangerous city 
and is becoming more 
dangerous. A lot of these 
attacks are going 
unreported. There’s 
infinitely more violence 
going on.” 

The most dangerous city 
named in the survey is 
Saskatoon, followed by 
Winnipeg, Regina, Prince 
George, then Edmonton. 

Crime rates tend to rise 
farther west, largely in the 
Prairies. Pitt attributes the 
trend to stricter policing 
where officers are more 
likely to lay charges, and 
elevated levels of alcohol 
and substance abuse. 

He recommended read¬ 
ers compare their cities to 
those of comparable size 
when assessing the list.

blaze A small blaze that 
was ignited by children 
playing with a lighter in 
the basement of a 
northend home Thursday 
turned into large flames 
that was visible from 
downtown Edmonton. 

Flames and smoke were 
seen shooting out of the

feet,” said Urban Cheese- 
man, who lives next to the 
now gutted home. 

“They said their house 


was on fire, so we dialed 9- 
1-1 right away and we 
made sure everybody was 
out.” 

Cheeseman says a young 
family of six or seven peo¬ 
ple lived in the home. 

Four people were inside 


the home when the blaze 
began. Everyone escaped 
safely, including a dog, but 
a pet lizard died in the 
basement, say firefighters. 

The Red Cross is looking 
after the family, say fire¬ 
fighters.

Jane Protsack was reunit¬ 
ed with two of the people 
on scene that day, para¬ 
medic Lori Young and EMT 
Seth Dodman, and she 
hugged them both. 

“They’re both angels 
and I’m so grateful for all 
the work they did on me 
so I’m able to stand here,” 
she said with tears in her 
eyes. 

After collapsing at work, 
it would take 40 minutes 
of CPR and six deliveries of 
electricity to restart Prot¬ 
sack’s heart. 

“We were hoping for a 
positive outcome,” said 
Dodman. “After 40 min¬ 
utes of CPR, it’s not some¬ 
thing that you see very of¬ 
ten.” 


“She wouldn’t be here if 
they didn’t do their job 
and didn’t give up on her,” 
said Donna Sledz, Prot¬ 
sack’s daughter. “There are 
no words that can ever 
explain how thankful I am 


for that.” 

Protsack said another 
factor behind her decision 
to go public was the in¬ 
creasing number of 
women who are dying 
from heart attacks.

win, regional vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Public Service 
Alliance of Canada, an 
umbrella union that en¬ 
compasses the CEIU. 

The government has 
“made significant efforts 
and investments” to deal 
with the increased num¬ 
ber of El claims, accord¬ 


ing to an email sent by 
media relations on behalf 
of Human Resources and 
Skills Development Cana¬ 
da. 

“For instance, we have 
hired additional staff, re¬ 
distributed workloads 
across the country and re¬ 
called recently retired 
processing agents. We 
have also increased over¬ 
time, staff at El call cen¬ 
tres on Saturdays and the 
automation of claims pro¬ 
cessing,” the email said. 

Some people who are 
waiting for payments are 
“pretty stressed out and 
desperate” and cry to civil 
servants handling their 
claims, said Meunier- 
MacKay. 

“Once they've filed for 
employment insurance 
they don't have any other 
income ... We've seen 
some clients having to go 
to food banks.”

Russia, NATO resume trade 


Russia NATO agreed on 
Thursday to resume for¬ 
mal ties with Russia, sus¬ 
pended after Moscow’s war 
with Georgia, in the hope 
of winning Russian back¬ 
ing for its struggle to stabi¬ 
lize Afghanistan. 

“We can and must find 
ways to work constructive¬ 
ly with Russia where we 
share areas of common in¬ 
terest, including helping 
the people of Afghanis¬ 
tan,” U.S. Secretary of State 


Hillary Clinton said. 

Russia immediately wel¬ 
comed the move, which 
was agreed at a meeting of 
NATO foreign ministers. 

“This decision is posi¬ 
tive,” said its ambassador 
to NATO, Dmitry Rogozin, 
calling it “promising in 
terms of stability and secu¬ 
rity in Afghanistan.” But he 
regretted that ties would 
only formally resume after 
an April summit.

puppy, she was expecting a 
happy, healthy dog. Instead, 
Michelle ended up with over 


$10,000 in vet bills. Her pup¬ 
py had a parasitic infection, 
needed leg surgeiy and now, 
at just three years old, is go¬ 
ing blind. 

The pet store promised 
Michelle that her puppy 
was healthy and came from 
a reputable breeder. But as 
Michelle found out, dog- 
buyers should ask plenty of 
questions before purchas¬ 
ing a pet-store puppy. 

Pet stores sometimes give 
customers assurances by 
showing them pedigree pa¬ 
pers — a sort of family tree 
for dogs — which suggests 


the dog is free of genetic de¬ 
fects and has had proper 
medical checks. But that is¬ 
n’t always the case. Pedigree 
papers aren’t the same as a 
detailed medical check. If a 
veterinarian had examined 
Michelle’s puppy, the leg 
problems might have been 
detected and Michelle 
would have known about 
the problem before buying. 

Michelle got the impres¬ 
sion from the pet store that 
her puppy was bred in a 
home or from a breeder 
that meets guidelines from 
the Canadian Veterinary

Medical Association. But the 
CVMA doesn’t endorse 
breeders, and as Michelle 
found out, her dog certainly 
didn’t come from a warm 
and wholesome homestead. 

Before being sold in a 
Canadian pet store, 
Michelle’s puppy came 
from one of the largest pup¬ 


py brokers in the U.S. It’s 
called the Hunte Corpora¬ 
tion, a massive Missouri fa¬ 
cility that buys and sells 
roughly 90,000 dogs per 
year. 

The real question is where 
was Michelle’s dog bred? It 
came from a puppy breeder 
in Missouri with USDA viola¬ 
tions. The puppies were 
raised in a shed that looks 
like a chiclcen-coop. And 
Michelle learned this breed¬ 
er knowingly sells puppies 
with back leg problems to 
some puppy brokers. 

None of this is supposed 


pooch 

to happen. Fifteen years 
ago, American and Canadi¬ 
an authorities had prom¬ 
ised to crack down on bad 
breeding. Puppies coming 
into Canada are apparently 
checked at the border by 
veterinarians. However, no 
one can tell us exactly how 
many American dogs come 
into Canada or end up in 
our pet stores.

Take a bow. According to 
Corporate Knights maga¬ 
zine, Edmonton is the No. 1 
sustainable large city in 
Canada. I’m sure that infor¬ 
mation makes your heart 
beat fast. 

For those of you who 
have other, more pressing, 
things to do than read the 
report, I’ll endeavour to put 
this accolade into perspec¬ 
tive for you. 

Edmonton was ranked as 


a large city and compared to 
Toronto, Montreal, Ottawa 
and Calgaiy. It looks good 
that when compared to a 
behemoth like Toronto, we 
lead the pack. Or so it 
would seem, until you actu¬ 
ally look at the rankings. 

The final score put Ed¬ 
monton ahead of Toronto 
by .03 per cent. Still, a win is 
a win isn’t it? But let’s take 
a closer look at how the 
number was determined. 

One of the five categories 
measured was something 
called environmental in¬ 
tegrity. We were outscored 
by Toronto and Ottawa in 
that area and came pretty 
close to a tie with Calgaiy. 
We were also outscored by 
Toronto and Ottawa on gov¬ 
ernance, infrastructure and 


social well being. 

So how on earth did we 
come in first? Well, that’s 
because in the area of eco¬ 
nomic security, we 
outscored Toronto by a sig¬ 
nificant margin. 

Economic security refers 
to the health and growth of 
the economy in a way that 
balances the needs of all 
stakeholders, including the 
environment and the com¬ 
munity. Success includes an 
abundance of responsible, 
viable businesses. Eveiyone 
who wants to work can do 
so, thanks to a proliferation 
of green-collar jobs. 

I didn’t realize that every¬ 
one who wants to work in 
Edmonton can, and I didn’t 
realize there’s a prolifera¬ 
tion of green-collar jobs. 


I thought much of the 
growth in Edmonton was 
fuelled by the oilsands, and 
I thought the number of civ¬ 
il servants in Edmonton 
was why we have a less- 
volatile job market than a 
city like Calgary. 

I also thought we had ma¬ 
jor infrastructure problems 
related to a distinct lapse in 
maintenance.

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GM viability in doubt 

Cash burn, need for financing draw warning 


General Motors Corp. yes¬ 
terday said its auditors 
had raised “substantial 
doubt” about its ability to 
survive outside bankrupt¬ 
cy if it fails to stem its loss¬ 
es and stop burning cash. 

The “going concern” 
warning from the strug¬ 
gling automaker had been 
expected, but underscored 
the stakes for GM as it 
seeks up to $30 billion US 
in government aid in the 
United States to restruc¬ 
ture outside a court-super¬ 
vised bankruptcy process. 

GM’s shares dropped 17 
per cent to $1.82 on the 
New York Stock Exchange 
as investors reacted to the 
news. 


CAW talks 

• The Canadian Auto Work¬ 
ers union said yesterday it 
will begin exploratory dis¬ 
cussions with GM to find 
cost savings to help the 
company qualify for gov¬ 
ernment loans. 


GM said its creditors had 
agreed to waive a require¬ 
ment that could have al¬ 
lowed them to force the 
automaker to repay more 
than $6 billion in loans be¬ 
cause of the warning in or¬ 
der to allow GM to press its 
case for government aid. 

The automaker had 


warned late last month 
that it expected auditors 
Deloitte & Touche would 
question its viability after 
it reported a loss of nearly 
$31 billion for 2008. 

The disclosures came in 
GM’s delayed annual re¬ 
port to U.S. securities regu¬ 
lators and a 25-page discus¬ 
sion of the growing risks 
facing the automaker rang¬ 
ing from tight credit and 
troubled suppliers to 
slumping demand. 

GM has about $1 billion 
in convertible debentures 
that mature on June 1. Ab¬ 
sent a deal to restructure

One Week, starring Joshua 
Jackson, is a triumphant lit¬ 
tle film that neither flaunts 
the fact it is Canadian nor 
tries to conceal it. 

From Toronto to Tofino, 
B.C., the cinematography 
reveals the country’s true 
beauty in modest, Canuck 
fashion that is not overdone 
but reminds you why it’s so 
much better to live here 
than anywhere else. 

When Ben Tyler (Jack- 
son) learns he’s dying from 
an aggressive form of can¬ 
cer and has little time left 
to live, he hops on a motor¬ 
cycle he purchased on his 


way home from the doc¬ 
tor’s office and heads west. 

He leaves his practical 
and adoring fiancee Saman¬ 
tha Pierce (Liane Balaban of 
New Waterford Girl) behind 
and hits the road. 

The 20-something Toronto 
English teacher figures he’s 
going to die anyway and 
wants to hold off on the in¬ 
evitability of agonizing treat¬ 
ment for as long as he can. 

Jackson delivers an 
award-worthy perform¬ 
ance and develops a char¬ 
acter that is simultaneous¬ 
ly pensive and sombre, 
reckless and joyful as he 
grapples with the reality of 
his death sentence. 

One moment he shud¬ 
ders in tears and anger at 
the side of the road after 
his bike breaks down; the 
next he performs a ridicu¬ 
lous “happy dance” after 
surviving a wipeout with¬ 
out so much as a scrape. 

Writer and director 
Michael McGowan ensures 


the protagonist is neither 
hero nor victim and Camp¬ 
bell Scott’s narration of the 
journey adds flow and in¬ 
sight to Ben’s character. 

And although it’s your 
typical road trip flick, the 
humble practicality of it all 
is patently Canadian and di¬ 
verges joyously from other 
Hollywood productions of 
the same genre. 

Tying it all together are 
the country’s ubiquitous 
“world’s biggest” landmarks 
Ben visits on his quest to 
find meaning including Sud¬ 
bury’s Big Nickel and Medi¬ 
cine Hat’s giant Teepee. He 
also meets a variety of inter¬ 
esting characters along the 
way like The Tragically Hip’s 
frontman Gordon Downie 
and Halifax singer/song¬ 
writer Joel Plaslcett. 

The film is a piece of 
Canadiana to be proud of 
that showcases the coun¬ 
try’s diversity while fol¬ 
lowing a universal story 
about life and death.

When I catch Nik Kozub, 
co-founder of Edmonton 
electro group Shout Out 
Out Out Out, on the phone 
he tells me he’s about to 
go to work. I was confused 
— isn’t he about to release 
his band’s new album? 
Why’s he recording again? 
He quickly sets the record 
straight. “I’m mixing my 
dad’s album,” he explains. 
“He brings me to work on 
his records.” 

His father, Wilfred 
Kozub, frontman for Wil¬ 
fred N & The Grown Men, 
has been making rock mu¬ 
sic since the early ’ 80 s, and 
while the two haven’t col¬ 
laborated on a song yet, it’s 
pops that’s responsible for 
his son’s love of club beats 
and synth sounds. 

“I grew up around an 
808 (a digital drum ma¬ 
chine) and a lot of my 


synths were inherited 
from my dad,” says Kozub. 

While the E-Town song¬ 
writer has made his name 
twisting knobs and slam¬ 
ming keys with the Shout 
Outs, his love for every¬ 
thing electronic is a recent 
development. The band is 
made up of recovering 
rockers — Kozub played 
with Luke Doucet in Veal 
— so when the six-piece 
saw their debut disc, Not 


Saying/Just Saying, receive 
critical acclaim and a Juno 
nom they were floored. 

“We certainly didn’t ex¬ 
pect anyone to care,” says 
Kozub. “We started the 
band as something differ¬ 
ent and interesting for us 
as individuals who have 
played in a bunch of rock 
and punk bands for years.” 

Now that the project has 
turned into a full time job, 
the group has gotten seri¬ 


ous about their new record 
Reintegration Time. It picks 
up where their last disc left 
off — brooding minimalist 
beats, techno heavy synths 
and catchy, but not over¬ 
powering lyrics. 

Getting the sound they 
wanted this time around 
wasn’t as easy as it was be¬ 
fore. The Shout Outs were 
so careful about crafting 
the right disc, it took them 
six months to get it done. 


“It took us a lot longer 
than we thought,” says 
Kozub. “One thing we 
wanted to do this time 
around was create a dense 
and textural disc, with 
more of a focus on the 
electronic music side of 
things.” 

While it’s too early to 
say whether all the hard 
work will result in a Juno 
win this time around, it’s a 
safe bet that more and 
more fans will flock to 
these roclcers-turned-dance 
floor fanatics. 

“A lot of people who 
have traditionally grown 
up listening to rock bands 
are now seeing that dance 
music is pretty fun,” says 
Kozub. “But I think for a 
lot of people they still like 
to have a live band ele¬ 
ment. Sure, our band is try¬ 
ing to make full on techno 
music, but just because we 
are who we are we can’t 
help but put a live band 
feel to what we’re doing.”

Neko Case blends folk, country on new disc

You can’t blame anyone

If you think it’s hard being a 
singer in a rock band, imag¬ 
ine trying to hit every note 
and make your audience 
laugh at the same time.

Chicken and 
Potato Curry 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 chicken, about 3 lbs 
(1.35 leg), cut into 8 pieces 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
turmeric 

1-1/2-in. (4-cm) piece fresh 
ginger, peeled and finely 
chopped 

juice of 1/2 lemon 
pinch of salt 

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil 
1 dried red chili pepper, 
halved 

1 tsp (5 ml) brown or black 
mustard seeds 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) fennel seeds 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) cumin seeds 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground cin¬ 
namon 

1 tbsp (15 ml) gram (i.e. 
pulse) flour 

3 garlic cloves, roughly 
crushed 

1/2 green pepper, thinly 
sliced 

1 large onion, sliced 
14-oz (398-ml) can 
chopped tomatoes 

2 potatoes, peeled 

2 cups (500 ml) thinly 
sliced cabbage 
1 cup (250 ml) frozen peas, 
thawed and drained 

METHOD: 

1. Remove skin from 
chicken. Cut 3-4 slashes 
in chicken, right to bones. 
Mix turmeric, ginger, 
lemon juice and a little 
salt, then rub all over 
chicken pieces. Leave to 


marinate 30 minutes in a 
cool place. 

2. Heat oil in large, heavy- 
based frying pan. Add 
dried chili pepper and 
mustard, fennel and 
cumin seeds, and let splut¬ 
ter and pop for a few min¬ 
utes. Stir in cinnamon and 
gram flour. Watch careful¬ 
ly so spices do not burn. 

3. Add garlic, pepper and 
onion to spice mixture 
and cook a few minutes, 
stirring. Add chicken and 
tomatoes and stir. Cover 
and cook 15 minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, cook pota¬ 
toes in a pot of boiling wa¬ 
ter for 5 minutes. Drain 
and cut into bite-sized 
pieces. Blanch cabbage in 
separate pot of boiling wa¬ 
ter 1 minute, then drain. 

5. Add potatoes and 
cabbage to curried chick¬ 
en and stir. Cover pan and 
continue to simmer over 
moderately low heat 20- 
25 minutes, or until chick¬ 
en is completely cooked 
and tender. Add peas and 
warm through.
